The federal government. h»s the power to take jurisdiction 


wherever there; ii an action or matter involving, or concerning more 
than one slate and on this ground it will seek to detect and punish 
such thieves as run stolen can from one state to another. 


We are amazed at the increase in the number of ears, but the 


increase in crime with their development is astounding. Setting 
aside such offences as they incidentally lend aid to, direct crime in 
which the automobile plays the stellar part have reached a stage of 
which the public has little conception. Frequently some comment 


1 i* niade on the number of machines stolen, but who would, for in- 


stance surmise that in but eighteen of the larger western cities, over 
22,000 automobiles were stolen in 1918! Yet, such was the fact and 
the number represents only a small part of the total of thefts. 


Detroit, a> was quite natural, being the center of the 
auto- 


mobile industry aud the hundreds of thousands of cars being driven 
from there affording some protection, led an other cities in this un- 
pleasant distinction, losing by theft 2,637. Chicago was second with 
2,611 and St. Louis third with 2,241. Cleveland was not far behind 
with 2,076, while Cincinnati made a particularly good showing with 
only 348. 


The federal statute will provide a penalty of a fine not eieeed- 


"ing $5,000 or imprisonment not exceeding five years or both. The 
fine, as a rule would be non-effective as to most thieves, and the five 
year imprisonment provision is not severe, but there is the hope in 
the law, enforcement. Ordinarily criminals stand in much more awe 
of the federal than they do of the state and the reason for this is the 
greater certainty of punishment.
